SNUBBING OF RUSSIA 

“The snubbing of Russia in the 
crisis of 1938 by second-rate states+ 
men who are directing French and 
British diplomacy will always re- 
main one of the puzzles of history,” 
Lloyd George said. “The historian 
can find no explanation for it ex- 
cept abnormal stupidity. 

“We may abhor the doctrines of 
the autocracies and still more the 
methods of Hitler and Mussolini. 
But intellectually they are giants 
confronted by men whose mental 
stature is just average.” 

The great need of the democratic 
powers, he said, is for “strong and 
steadfast leadership” that will dis- 
pell the conviction of the dictators 
that the democracies “will sybmit 
to any affront or any outrage rather 
than fight.” 

I interviewed Lloyd George as 
he sat at his desk, a white-haired 
old man with bright, sparkling 
eyes that turned _ frequently to 
stare reminiscently out across the 
Thames embankment. This man 
who knew so much about the last 
war, I believed, must have a great 
deal to say to a world worried 
that it would soon be hurled into 
the next conflict. 


ONE OTHER SURVIVOR 

At 76, he is, with Vittorio Or- 
lando of Italy, the only survivor of 
| the “Big Four” of Versailles—Wil- 
son, Lloyd George, Clemenceau 
and Orlando.

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STEEL BOMB 
SHELTERS WILL 
BE DOLED OUT 


Argument As To Whether 
They Will Benefit Is 


Continuing

LONDON, March 7. — The 
government will give steel 
“bomb-proof” shelters to British 
urban families whose incomes 
are not more than $1,250, but the 
argument as to whether they will 
benefit seems likely to continue. 


Proponents of deep bomb proof 
shelters maintain the government's 
“family” refuges — some looking 
like conical sentry boxes, others 
like big dog kennels—will not pro- 
vide the protection the public 
needs. They argue the shelters are 


likely to be buried, imprisoning 
the occupants. 
RIGOROUS TEST 

Manufacturers of the conica! 


type have placed their product 
througii a rigorous test. In a mock 
village of specially constructed 
houses they buried two shelters. 
Between them they detonated a 
500-pound high-explosive bomb. 
The shelters were intact when they 
were uncovered. 

However, said critics, that did 
not prove the shelters could stand 
a direct hit (the manufacturers had 
not claimed they could) and, be- 
sides, no one had been inside the 
shelter when the bomb exploded. 
Therefore, they. argued, the test 
could not be accepted as proof oc- 
cupants of the refuge would not be 
killed by concussion- 


HUMAN GUINEA PIG 


No one, except a girl and a war 
veteran whose services were not ac- 
cepted, ap;ears anxious to act as 
human guinea pig for a concussion 
experiment. 

Some critics suggested an ape 
might be used as a substitute for a 
man in such an experiment. One 
difficulty arose at once—London’s 
ape population is confined mostly to 
zoos. The animals are friends of the 
people, known by their front names, 
Joey, Moine and the like. Any at- 
tempt to explode bombs under a pal 
of a large section of London would 
be resented.

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A commentator notes that the provin- 
cial legislature has been in session nearly 
five weeks and “no serious legislation has 
yet made its appearance.”

How much has the cause of peace, order 
and good government been advanced by 
the weeks of oratory at Edmonton and 
Ottawa? 


A Surplus Doesn’t Mean That 


Quebec is to have a surplus for the 
coming year of $6,000,000 on income ac- 
count, But the money will not be on hand 
when the year ends. It is to be paid out 
in “extraordinary expenditure,” along 
with $21,000,000 more of borrowed 
money. The procedure is not peculiar; it 
is typical. A provincial government that 
spent less than it collected and borrowed 
would be a phenomenon. The worse fea- 
ture is that it probably would not last 
long. 

Along with the popular demand for 
economy marches an even more urgent 
demand for things which can only be 
supplied by taxing and borrowing. Mr. 
Bennett stated the truth when he said in 
his farewell speeches that the public are 
the ones to blame for growing public ex- 
penditures, debts, and the menace of 
bankruptcy. The significant point is that 
he said it when he was leaving the coun- 
try and no longer needed to care wheth- 
er his remarks were welcome or unpalat- 
able. 

The Government of Quebec is only do- 
ing what all governments, provincial and 
federal, have been compelled to do; levy- 
ing on the future as well as the present. 
And unless its program is different, a 
good deal of the future taxation pledged 
by the $21,000,000 borrowed will be for 
purposes of present rather than future 
benefit. 


He Doesn't Like It 


Editor Gayda, “who often reflects Pre- 
mier Mussolini's thoughts,” has evolved a 
new brand of sophistry for his country- 
men to swallow, if they can. He says the 
rapacious democracies are preparing to 
launch war on the inoffensive dictators; 
are spending billions of dollars to carry 
out the Chamberlain policy of “peace with 
intimidation.” 

Signor Gayda does not undertake to 
Say what purpose the democracies are 
supposed to have in mind in thus wasting 
their money to bully or crush the dic- 
tators, Probably he felt that this mon- 
strous reversion of facts in general terms 
was enough for even Italian gullibility to 
bolt at one sitting. The details can be sup- 
plied later if the Gayda imagination 
doesn't crash. It is to be hoped the cen- 
sor will let the outside world read them. 

What have the dictators that the 
democracies céuld want and for which 
they would pay such a price? Is it con- 
ceivable that any sane Italian could be 
got to think they want Abyssinia? 

The important point is that Signor 
Gayda does not like to see the democ- 
racies building up their defences; in which 
he does no doubt “reflect” the thought of 
Mussolini. Rearmament of the democ- 
racies spells the end of Mussolini's dreams 
and Hitler's ramps. It was at their ex- 
pense the conspirators planned to extend 
their conquests and inflate their pres- 
tige. But the democracies are not wait- 
ing to be struck down. They are arming, 
at a pace the dictators cannot match. 

That the war might be fought with 
money, and not have to be fought with 
men, Was something the aggressors did 
not count on. And that kind of a war 
they cannot win. Hence the whine from 
Gayda.

A World Wheat Plan 


A committee representing the govern- 
ments of wheat exporting countries has 
been meeting in London to devise ways to 
Stabilize world wheat prices. A plan is 
said to have been drawn which will be 
submitted to an international conference 
of exporting and importing countries. 

This provides for a fixed world price 
of about 60 cents a bushel, calculated in 
sterling and thus not affected by infla- 
tionary money policies of any participat- 
ing countries. Exporting nations would 
agree to not sell below the set price, and 
penalties would be provided for violation 
of the undertaking. The world demand 
would be apportioned among exporting 
countries by a quota system of percent- 
ages. Exporting countries would be 
bound to not subsidize exports, though 
free to adopt any policies they chose in 
respect to domestic supplies. 

The plan would amount to abandon- 
ment of free competition among produc- 
ing countries, each having to content it- 
self with the percentage of the world de- 
mand allotted to it. While exporters would 
presumably be free to sell for more than 
the fixed price if they could get it, the 
prospect of getting more would be poor. 
Canadian wheat, because of its quality, 
might command a premium over the set 
price, though since surplus supplies be- 
came the rule this factor has been less im- 
portant than it used to be. 

The 60-cent fixed price would not give 
Canadian growers a living return, though 
growers in the Argentine and Australia 
might break even at the figure. This low 
price is said to have been set tentatively 
because consumers in importing countries 
refuse to pay higher prices for bread. 
The outlook for the Canadian consumer 
under the plan seems to be that he would 
have to pay relatively high prices in order 
that consumers elsewhere might have 
cheap bread; since some form of bonus 
would have to be paid the Canadian grow- 
er to keep him in business, and this bonus 
would have to be paid altogether on the 
wheat consumed in Canada. 


Editorial Notes 


Mahatma Gandhi has probably done 
without more meals than any other living 
person. Always abstemious, he has prob- 
ably consumed less food for his years than 
any living person who had the means to 
eat when he pleased. And at 69 years of 
age he has no constitutional ailments, and 
may go on living indefinitely if he does 
not starve himself to death. Maybe 
Gandhi's real mission is to teach people 
that most of them eat too much. 

Premier Aberhart says before he 
could agree to the settling of 1,500 or 2,- 
000 Sudeten immigrants in Alberta there 
would have to be a guarantee from the 
British or Dominion government that the 
new-comers would not become a public 
charge during the next 10 or 15 years. No 
such guarantee is at all likely to be given, 
for who could guarantee that present resi- 
dents of the province would not become 
public charges during the next decade? 
The Sudeten settlers, it may be inferred, 
will probably locate in other provinces. 


General Casado, who commanded the 
Government forces in Madrid, has execut- 
ed a coup, ousted Negrin, and made him- 
self head of a forlorn hope cabinet, pledg- 
ed to “fight to the death or have an hon- 
orable peace.” With Franco holding 
three-quarters of the country, the first al- 
ternative is the only one that has any 
meaning. As he would not make peace 
with Negrin on Negrin’s terms, he is not 
likely to grant any better terms to Cas- 
ado. That the dissidents can turn the 
tide of war at this late stage is hopeless. 
To battle to the death is a heroic resolve, 
but a pointless one. Spain will be no bet- 
ter because more thousands of Spaniards 
are killed.

Current Comment 


The Reich Tightens 

The installation of Dr. Funk in Dr. Schacht's 
place places the Reichsbank at the full disposal 
of the Nazi government, but it does nothing to 
diminish the severity of the economic crisis, Last 
year's trade figures, just published, show that the 
credit balance of 413,000,000 marks achieved in 
1937 has been replaced by a deficit of 432,400,000 
marks. With sources of invisible income, such 
as shopping and tourist traffic, known to have 
shrunk, a heavy draft on meager foreign-ex- 
change reserves must have been necessary. With 
exports still falling, imports must also be cur- 
tailed, But food rations cannot be cut down 
much farther, and smaller purchases of raw 
materials will react unfavorably both on the 
armament program and on manufacturing for 
export. One possible economy is repudiation of 
all foreign-debt payments, but this would upset 
the trade agreement with Britain, which pro- 
vides one of the few remaining sources of free 
foreign exchange —The Nation (New York), 


America and the Axis 


What would America do if general war broke 
out in Europe? Looking first to the great 
organs of publicity, it must be said that even 
after the President's talk the majority of the 
press is still against the present export of war- 
planes. On the other hand, the expert tests of 
samples of opinion show that the average man 
is overwhelmingly against the dictators, and that 
in his belief the United States would certainly 
be drawn into any general European war. What- 
ever the nominal issue may be, two reactions are 
predictable. The interests of heavy industry and 
the farmers will both tell against strict neutral- 
ity—and argument that would weigh more 
heavily if we had not defaulted on our debt. 
Everything, moreover, that is generous in this 
kindred people would rise in anger with an im- 
pulse to help, if London were bombed. We 
should ourselves hope for helpful neutrality 
from the start of such a war, but military aid, if 
it came at all, would be a possibility only after 
the lapse of some months.—The New Statesman 
and Nation (London). 


Raking Up Old Bones 


Hon. C. H. Cahan might be better employed 
than wasting the time of Parliament with his 
cranky attacks on the United States. Mr. Cahan 
told the House the neighboring republic has 
always been “high-handed” in dealing with 
Canada and that this country has almost always 
received the worst of any trade. 

The plain fact is that Canada and United 
States have simply made treaties on the basis 
of the products they wished most to sell. In 
Canada’s case these were raw products; in 
United States’ case they were manufactured. 
Naturally, since raw products command the 
lowest price, Canada has usually had an adverse 
balance, which she had to make up in other 
world trade. 

But can Mr. Cahad accuse a neighbor of 
high-handedness when both our countries are 
dealing on a protectionist basis? Each of us is 
going to get all he can out of a trade deal, 
neither is compelled to accept what he does not 
want. 

Mr. Cahan is, of course, trying to make 
political capital out of Canada’s trade treaties, 
or in other words, with the bread and butter 
of Canadian people. 

Mr. Slaght of Toronto accused him of raking 
up old bones, which may be all in the spirit of 
good clean fun to Mr. Cahan—although there 
may be no future in it. But others can play 
the same game and they won't have to go far 
in Canada to find the bones. 

Our good relations with United States 
deserve better language than the House has 
been hearing from the former secretary of state. 
—Vancouver Sun. 


Not Just Moping 


It is instructive and heartening to note how 
the people of London, who are not traditionally 
prone to panic fear, are beginning to dea) with 
the threat of enemy air raid. They are begin- 
ning to do it in the manner of expounding the 
Tiddle of Samson: “Out of the eater came forth 
meat, and out of the strong came forth sweet- 
ness.” They see something in the idea of getting 
new motor parking accommodation and bomb- 
proof shelter at the same stroke. 

The Croydon Town Council (Croydon is ten 
miles from Westminster) has decided on a plan 
to build an underground car park that will serve 
as a bomb-proof shelter for 30,000 people. It 
will cost $1,750,000. The Westminster City 
Council is urging the government to extend the 
scheme by active collaboration with the local 
authorities. 

Meanwhile, short of true bomb-proof shelter, 
there is much activity in London towards air- 
raid precaution. Trenches dug in London during 
the September crisis have been concreted and 
covered in Islington, Kensington, St. Pancras, 
Beckingham, Bromley. And the Westminster 
City Council is spending $250,000 in making per- 
manent the temporary trenches in Hyde Park, 
the Green Park and St. James's Park (the royal 
parks). 

Perhaps it will be written in the history of 
our tormented times, if they ever survive to 
write it: “The world crisis of the late nineteen- 
thirties had a curious effect of solving the park- 
ing problems in the greatest and most congested 
city in the world.”—-Vancouver Province,

Now March is in and spring is nearing, the 
fisher-folk are getting their boats in shape for a 
@eason’s work. Many of the cod and dogfish 
and halibut men on Canada’s Pacific coast were 
ready when the season opened on Wednesday 
last after a two-month closed season. Men 

could fish during January 
FISHING FLEET and February for their own 
PUTS OUT TO SEA needs, but were restricted 

from selling to canners and 
dealers. Not till June lst does the salmon season 
open with the fitet run of “blué-backs.” Till 
then the commercial fishermen must content 
themselves with fishing for “ground fish"— 
halibut, cod, skate, plaice and dog fish. 

The impulse to hunt and fish is elemental in 
man. It was rooted in the springs of his exist- 
ence when his afcestors depended for their sus- 
tenance, and men were rated in value, by their 
ability to hunt and fish.

Yarning with a fisherman the other day I 
learned some of the secrets of the craft—why it 
is that some men always get fish and others have 
varying luck, This chap seemed more familiar 
with the bed of the séa for a couple of hundred 
miles than I with the capes and lights, islands 

and promontories. “Know the 
CAN YOU THINK bottom and think like a fish,” 
LIKE A FISH? he exhorted this enquirer. 
“A fish,” says he, “is all day 
long looking for a living like you and me. He 
wants to get it the easiest way he can. His feed 
is floating a few feet above the bottom. Know 
the bottom and s¢t your line just so that he sees 
the bait along with his feed.” I've tried at vari- 
ous times to think like a human being; next 
time I go fishing I'm going to try and view life 
as a fish. 

There’s one place in Johnstone Strait, my in- 
formant says, where the bottom suddenly drops 
from 50 fathoms to 200. When the tide is run- 
ning against them, the fish rest in this depression, 
so as not to waste energy fighting the current. 
Fishermen who know the ground, drop their 
lines till they feel their leads hit the bottom, then 
drift with the current. When the bait drops off 
the ledge some wise salmon waiting for the tide 
to turn, seés the bait float by over his head and 
makés a bite at it. This isn’t sport, of course. 
I'm looking at it from the viewpoint of the man 
who wants a meal or a few dollars for his work.

This year, the gill-netters who fish off the 
Fraser river are jubilant over a departmental 
ruling that prohibits Japanese fishermen from 
having “boat-pullers’ with them. White fish- 
ermen usually fish single-handed, turning the 
motor when they néed to pull their nets into line. 
The Japanese, whose 
licenses are limited, 
have doubled the num- 
ber of their race em- 
ployed in gill-netting, by taking a Japanese 
helper along. If the net needs straightening as 
it floats, he pulls at a pair of sweeps, instead of 
Starting the engine. In practice it means that 
whereas the white fisherman fishes through the 
night and runs home to sleep, the Japanese fish 
24 hours a day with the aid of thé “boat-puller.” 

One great grievance counter-balances all the 
joy. When the International Sockeye Salmon 
Commission was formed a couple of years ago 
to bring back the Fraser river to its old time 
plentifulness, it was thought all the destructive 
fish traps in the Strait of Juan de Fuca were to 
be closed, Little did they know the ways of big 
business. While all the fish traps on the Ameri- 
can side have been closed, those on the Canadian 
side still operate. Not only the Fraser fishermen 
but the American trap-owners feel they have 
been buneoed. The Americans are threatening 
to open their traps unless the traps on the Cana- 
dian side are closed too, 

Some institutions in Canada manage to secure 
favors whichever government is in power. The 
Sooke fish traps are in this favored list. It will 
be a pity if the restoration of the Fraser river 
to its old-time wealth is destrgyéd, and the work 
of the International Commission goes for naught, 
because the Sooke trap owners will not join with 
the Washington trap-owners to restore the Fraser 
river fisheries.

The governor-general knew that 
Sir John was feeling the effects of 
the bitter winter campaign which 
he insisted upon going through de- 
spite the orders of his doctors, and 
he had cabled the colonial office of 
Sir John's condition. .To this he re- 
ceived a reply “hoping that you 
would soon recover from the ef- 
feets of your overwork.”

He made a 
gallant attempt to carry on, did his 
daily task in the House of Com- 
mons, but had his fatal stroke at 
the end of May and died June 6.

JAPAN PLANES 


FONOKA 


IN NORTHWEST 


Severest Fighting of Many 
Weeks Marks 20th 
Month Of War 


SHANGHAI, March 7—Japan- 
@se planes blasted at the cenires 
of China's Communist-dominated 
northwest today while the se- 
verest fighting of many weeks 
marked the close of the twén- 
Heth month of Japan's invasion 
of China. 

A Japanese communique said 30 
planes bombed Yenan, Chinese 
Communist headquarters in the 
northern part of wunednquered 
Shensi province, causing coneid- 
erable damage to the centre of the 
city and a university there. 

Twenty other planes attacked 
militaty establiehments and bar- 
tacks at Ningsia, capital of the 
province of that name, northwest 
of Shensi. 
TUNGKWAN RAIDED 

Ten planes raided Tungkwan, at 
the great bend of the Yellow river, 
an important station on the Lung- 
hai railway forming part of the 
Chinese supply route from Russia 

After 20 months of war over 
most of the map of China proper, 
war which required nearly 1,000,000 
men and aerial and sea armadas 
worth perhaps $3,250,000,000, Japan 
still was confronted by 
Chinese resistance. 


CHINESE OPTIMISTIC 

And the Chinese, despite repeat- 
ed defeats, steady loss of territory, 
enormous financial cost and more 
than 1,000,000 casualties, still found 
reasons for optimism. 

“Final victory will be China’s if 
we continue the war of wear and 
tear egainst Japan for two or three 
years more,” General Cheng Chein 
was quoted in a dispatch from 
Chungking, Chinese provisional 
capital. He is General Chiang Kai- 
Shek's chief of staff.

as the policy of making the wealth 
of the world available to all nations 
is a Jong term one but one which 
would ease the tension almost im- 
mediately. It was pointed out that 
recent newspaper reports seemed 
hopeful that barriers were being 
broken down and in a statement 
jfrom Prime Minister Chamberlain 
it was said that Britain was willing 


to consider making the resources 
of her empire available to other 
nations.

Sitting North I felt that we were 
set for a killing at four spades re- 
doubled. With all the honor strength 
and good distribution in my hand, 
and with a rebid spade suit in my | 
partner's, it did not seem possible | 
that the opponents could take more 
than three tricks, if that many. I 
learned! 

West opened the heart queen and 
declarer won with the ace. The 
spade six was led to the king and 
the trump situation was revealed. | 
The 5-0 break probably frightened | 
my partner so badly that he never 
recovered. On the return lead of the 
spade seven East split his honors, | 
playing the jack, and declarer won 
with the ace. A diamond now was 
led toward dummy and the queen, 
was taken by East. (A hold-up of) 
the ace might have given declarer a 
small amount of “guessing trouble” 
at least.) 

The heart ten was returned and 
won by the king. Declurer led a low | 
club, West ducked and the queen | 
won. Declarer now cashed the dia- 
mond king, then, when the jack still | 
remained at large, ruffed a low dia- | 
mond with the spade eight. On an-| 
other club lead West hopped up and 
played a third round of clubs, his 
partner having high-lowed with the 
eight and deuce. East ruffed and 
now a spade return killed the 
dummy and made it impossible for 
declarer to ruff his losing heart. In 
all, he lost one spade, one heart, one 
diamond, and one club. 

I need hardly point out that the 
contract could have been fulfilled, 
A low club opening originally, with 
a subsequent club ruff by East, 
would have been a different story, 
but after the heart opening nothing | 
should have saved the defenders. | 
Admittedly, declarer would have} 
had to risk a finesse against the jack | 
of diamonds, but surely this was 
preferable to risking the play of| 
three rounds of clubs. Note the vast 
difference if the play had gone as 
follows: At the second trick de- | 
clarer leads a diamond to the queen | 
and presumably loses to the ace; 
the heart return is ruffed in dummy, | 
and now a low club is led to the} 
jack; if West holds up the ace de-| 
clarer plays a low spade to the king | 
and returns a spade, * capturing 
East's jack. At this point it becomes 
obvious that declarer cannot afford | 
to lead another round of clubs; 
hence, after cashing his remaining 
high heart, he must risk a diamond 
king and thereby prevents a third 
round club ruff. East can make only 
one trump trick and the only j 


losers are the two aces. 

If, on declarer’s lead to the club 
jack, West wins, he can make no re- 
turn to embarrass the declarer and 
the danger of a club ruff is avoided 
completely.

cheese 

Heat a little of the butter, add 
carrot, onion and poersley, simmer 
5 minutes. Add stock and cook 12 
minutes, Strain, pressing vegetables 
through sieve, return to fire and 
add the milk and rest of the but- 
ter blended with the flour. Heat 
to thicken, season and, just before 
serving, add the cheese. 


OYSTER BISQUE 
(Serves 12) 

One pint strong chicken or veal

When a child has one cold after 
another, the cause may be found to 
lie in a chronic infection of the 
Sinus cavities 

These cavities are small hollow 
chambers opening off the nose 
which are lined with a continua- 
tion of the mucous membrane on 
the inside of the nasal cavity. They 
communicate with the inside of the 
pockets, as the air from the nose 
will pass into them through the 
openings provided and keep them 
well ventilated 

In the child, chronic sinus dis- 
ease will prevent the proper devel 
opment of the sinus and may pre- 
dispose to trouble with the sinuses 
which will continue into adult 


years. On the other hand, proper 
treatment often has the beneficia 
result of clearing up the sinus dis 
order, producing normal develop- 
ment of the sinus cavities, and 
freeing the individua] from the 


threat of repeated sinus attacks 
An acute sinus infection is usual- 


|ly the outcome of a cold, the in- 


|fection from the nose spreading 
into the neighboring air pockets 
During this acute inflammation, 
the mucus membrane of the sinus 
becomes congested, swells, aiid 
throws off mucus. The swelling 


closes off the opening into. the nose 
and the sinus can not drain. When 
local treatment is deemed neces- 
‘SSary, it is given with the idea of 
shrinking the membrane, thus aid- 
ing the sinus to empty and drain 
With normal drainage, the mucous 


membrane becomes better able to 
repair itself and return to normal 
During an acute sinusitis, the 


patient should be in bed, should be 
placed on an orange juice fast, and 
should be given at least one small 
enema daily. If there is any fever, 
give two daily enemas. Heat treat- 
ments as given with the infra red 
lamp are often recommended, each 
treatment Jasting for ten minutes 
and being given two or three times 
a day. As the child begins 
cover, he is permitted to start 
eating, using plenty of cooked and 
raw vegetables, meat in moderate 
amounts, stewed fruit, one egg a 
and peaheaps a non-starchy 
vegetable soup. However it is ad-
